An alloy Is a com pound of tw o or 
m ore metals. 
Alloys generally possess 
properties vastly different from the 
p arent metals. 
For Instance, gold is 
tile m ost ductile of all metals.

la* d raw n into the finest wire or beaten 
into a tran sp aren t til ut finer than the 
thinnest tissue, and yet mix the small 
est quantity of antim ony with gold and 
it is not ductile at all 
Copper and tin 
mixed together produce an alloy with 
a higher specific gravity than either of 
its constituents, p.ml the sam e weight 
will occupy less bulk. 
Copper and an 
tim ony produce a beautiful violet blue 
alloy. 
By m ixing together eight parts by 
w eight o f bism uth, five parts of lead 
an d th re e parts of grain tin an alloy is 
produced which will melt at so low a 
te m p eratu re that a spoon mode of It 
will melt when It Is Immersed In hot 
tea. and yet Hie m elting point of each 
of Its com ponents Is at least tw ice th a t 
of boiling water.

A rart From Rigor Mortis, a Positive 
Sign of Doath, tho Artery Opening 
and Fluoreacoin Tests Provide a Bar 
Against Prem ature Burial. 


When the doctor pronounces the 
put lent deud. in he sure? And, lf not, 
what tests can remove all doubt? This 
(j ues ti on, though not often sicken, is 
probably 
present 
iii 
the minds of 
friends uud relations at every death­ 
bed. 
As death Is the worst of all disasters 
aud no mistake could be more awful 
than premature burial, it is not merely 
Interesting, “but Important, for people 
to kuow what tests are conclusive and 
what are not. 
When the breathing stops and no 
sound of heart beat or pulse can be de- 
lected there Is little doubt of death. 
Lint the little doubt is in itself so dread­ 
ful that these common signs are not 
enough. 
If the body grows slowly 
but steadily cool the doubt is lessened, 
but by no means removed. Nor is it a 
sign of life lf after dropping the tem ­ 
perature it suddenly rises again. 
The placing of a mirror In front of 
the mouth and nostrils is a well known 
test. The theory is that even the faint­ 
est breath will dim the mirror. 
This 
test is not only worthless, but likely 
to cause false hopes. Cases generated 
in the body very frequently issue from 
the mouth aud form a mist upon the 
mirror. 
Steel needles are sometimes thrust 
Into the muscles for a period of ac 
hour urn! then examined. 
If the per­ 
son Is alive the oxygen of the blood 
should rust the needle, lf dead should 
not. 
This test in nctual practice is 
unreliable, and no faith can be placed 
lu IL 
Another cause of false hopes Is the 
custom of placing a glass of wuter 
filled to the edge ou the breast The 
slightest movement of the lungs wilt 
cause a drop to spill. 
This, too, is 
valueless, 
b e c a u se after death there 
are Invariably certain movements of 
the 
m u sc le s 
known 
as 
“cadaveric 
spasms." which are often energetic 
enough to spill the water 
Probably one of the most Infallible 
t e s ts Is the opining of un artery. 
In 
life the arteries are full of bliss! un-' 
der pressure 
In death the arterin* 
drain Lido I he veins, 
This is a very 
fortunate fin t. as It prevents the un­ 
dertaker from making any mistake. 
Tile embalming fluid Is Injects! by 
opening an artery. 
Should blood flow 
he knows that life still persists and Is 
warned In flute. 
Cutting the skin to see lf blood will 
flow from the veins proves nothing, as 
It often flows as lute us three days 
after death. 
The X ray. when It is available, pro­ 
vides an excellent proof of death. 
A 
photograph of a live being shows the 
heart with a blurred outline. 
This Is 
caused by even (hi1 faintest movements 
of the til gun. 
An X ray exposure of 
a dead |**rsuii reveal* the heart clear 
cut aud sharp. 
Then* are uuml*er!ess no called tent* 
of the eye. Its sin iu’kage in size. the 
dimming and fogging of the trans­ 
parent jmit and other signs. 
These 
signs are not sn (th lent proof. tior. ta 
the test of flashing a bright light In 
the eye to *n-e if the pupil contracts. 
Kveu atropine dropped on the eye­ 
ball brings no evidence, 
it has t*eeu 
proved that the drug will dilute the 
eye some time a Mel death. 
Many person* Hunk electricity a[s 
piled Iii the form of shocks Is ii test. 
It is of no avail, us the muscles usually 
rvKfiobd to the current for three hours 
or more after death 
I’root beyond question is supplied 
when the stiffening known as “rigor 
mortis" sets in. 
Hysteria. catalepsy 
aud other states often simulate that 
«tiiTness. 
Ifigor mortis latin s in one 
part of the body. usually the muscles 
of the throat, uud gradually extends 
throughout the l*»dy. while the various 
living forms of muscle stiffness come 
on Instantly and belong to all the 
muscle* 
The so called “diaphanous” test Is 
unreliable 
lf you hold your hand 
close to a candle or other bright light 
the fingers show a certain rosy trans­ 
lucency, the bones appearing as dim 
shadows. 
After death 
the 
fingers 
usually become as opaque as lf made 
of marble 
But exceptions ate fro 
quent enough to make the test worth 
less. 
A harmless but very powerful dye 
nilled fluorescein will settle all doubts 
very quickly. If a hypodermic syringe 
Is u*»«d to Inject a little of this dye 
under the skin It has no result on a 
dead person 
But if this be done to 
one In whom there Is th** slightest truce 
of circulation there follows at once an 
unmistakable ami startling result. The 
entire skin Imh-uiiic* ii golden yellow 
and the whites of the eyes turn ab 
emerald green. Tile effects pass away 
siam after the pulse and breathing 
sre restore*! This and the test of open* 
lug an artery are probably the only in­ 
fallible death te s ts —New' York Press.
